ALUMNAE  SHARE  IN  PROGRESS  REPORT 


1 ,605  alumnae,  whose  names  appear 
on  the  Honor  Roll  in  this  issue,  can 
take  pride  in  knowing  they  played  a 
very  real  part  in  an  impressive  progress 
report  the  college  made  in  August  to 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  Their  interest 
in  the  college  and  their  contributions  to 
the  Alumnae  Fund  made  it  possible  for 
Dean  Edward  Alvey  to  include  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  in  his  Second  Follow- 
Up  Report  to  the  Southern  Association : 

"Alumnae  Support — A  marked  trend 
in  the  past  two  or  three  years  is  the  in- 
crease in  alumnae  interest  and  financial 
support.   Alumnae  gifts  between  July  1, 


1963  and  June  1,  1964  totalled  $11,- 
629.22,  representing  contributions  from 
1,605  persons.  This  is  22.3  per  cent  of 
the  persons  solicited;  last  year  the  per- 
centage was  1 9. 1. 

"The  annual  giving  program  has 
made  possible  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  "Chancellor's  Fund" 
of  $5,000.00,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion 
for  awards  to  graduates,  alumnae,  and 
faculty  members  for  advanced  study. 

"The  alumnae  have  also  established 
an  unrestricted  Chancellor's  Fund  of 
$1,500.00  to  be  used  for  special  pur- 
poses. Replacements  are  made  by  the 
Alumnae  Association  as  needed  to  keep 
both  funds  at  the  level  indicated." 


The  Self-Study  undertaken  by  the 
college  in  1961-62  is  a  continuing  self- 
evaluation  and  periodic  reports  are 
made  on  the  progress  and  trends  at 
MWC.  This  second  report,  which  sup- 
plements the  First  Follow-Up  Report 
of  1963,  tells  of  the  progress  made  re- 
cently in  a  number  of  areas. 

It  traces  the  work  of  the  Faculty 
Curriculum  Committee  on  the  proposal 
to  discontinue  home  economics  as  a 
major — a  proposal  ratified  by  the  UVa 
Board  of  Visitors  in  June.  The  same 
committee  is  now  taking  up  the  study 
of  physical  education  as  a  major.  This 
is  in  line  with  a  1962  recommendation 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  of  the  South-

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ern  Assn.  that  both  home  economics 
and  physical  education  be  re-studied  to 
see  how  "they  relate  to  the  stated  pur- 
poses of  the  institution." 

Other  points  of  progress  mentioned 
in  the  report  are  as  follows: 

An  increase  in  faculty  salaries  to  a 
level  above  the  national  average  in 
comparable  colleges.  Eight  new  faculty 
positions  authorized  in  classics,  chemis- 
try, French,  mathematics,  political  sci- 
ence, psychology,  religion,  and  sociol- 
ogy. A  student-faculty  ratio  of  13  to  i 
and  the  teaching  load  limited  to  12 
semester  hours. 

In  the  past  year  72  of  the  135-mem- 
ber  faculty  held  doctor's  degrees,  repre- 
senting a  13^  gain  over  five  years  ago. 

The  chemistry  dept  revised  its  course 
offering  in  accordance  with  recom- 
mendations of  the  Self-Study  Report 
and  the  American  Chemical  Society. 
New  equipment  for  advanced  work  has 
been  added  and  the  staff  of  six  all  hold 
PhDs  in  chemistry. 

The  history  dept  expanded  its  course 
offering  on  junior  and  senior  levels. 
Four  new  courses  have  been  added  in 
art  history  and  the  dept  of  geography 
and  geology  has  a  course  available  to 
freshmen. 

Special  committees  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  study  the  Freshmen  and 
Senior  years  of  MWC  students  from 
the  point  of  view  of  courses  offered, 
subjects  actually  taken,  grades  and 
credits  earned,  activities  engaged  in  and 
other  aspects  of  a  student's  first  and  last 
years  at  this  college. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  academic 
qualifications  of  freshmen  is  evidenced 
by  the  large  number  of  freshmen  who 
graduated  in  the  highest  quartile  of 
their  HS  classes — 84%.  The  incoming 
freshman  class  of  550  was  selected  from 
over  2,300  applications. 

There  are  non-credit  dormitory  sem- 
inars in  three  residence  halls  in  addition 
to  the  programs  in  the  French  and 
Spanish  houses.  The  2-credit  Liberal 
Arts  Seminar  now  admits  juniors  as 
well  as  sophomores. 

In  the  Junior  Year  Abroad  program, 
there  are  at  present  nine  students  in 
France,  four  in  Spain  and  one  in  Ger- 
many. Last  session  there  were  six  in 
Spain,  two  in  Austria  and  one  each  in 
France  and  England. 


Awards  won  by  '64  graduates  are 
three  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellowships,  an 
NDEA  Fellowship  for  work  in  Asian 
studies  at  Yale,  and  a  Winterthur  Fel- 
lowship for  advanced  study  in  art  his- 
tory at  the  Henry  F.  duPont  Museum. 

The  college  library  collection  now 
numbers  over  150,000  volumes.  The 
sections  on  geology,  chemistry  and  art 
have  been  strengthened  and  substantial 
progress  has  been  made  in  furnishing 
and  collecting  books  for  the  rare  book 
room. 


In  the  fall  of  1963  Chancellor  Simp- 
son was  one  of  a  committee  of  five  col- 
lege presidents  who  spent  two  months 
in  India  arranging  a  faculty  exchange 
program  between  a  small  group  of 
women's  colleges  in  this  country  and  in 
India.  Dr.  Alan  S.  Peirce,  professor  of 
Biology,  is  now  in  India  as  one  of  the 
first  participants.  MWC  will  have  as 
an  exchange  teacher  a  member  of  the 
English  dept  of  Woman's  Christian  Col- 
lege in  Madras,  India.

PLAYS  INCLUDE  INTERNATIONAL  CLASSICS 


This  fall  the  curtain  rises  on  another 
season  for  the  MWC  Department  of 
Drama — a  season  named  "A  Festival  of 
International  Classics,"  in  which  the 
four  productions  to  be  presented  will  be 
of  British,  French,  Chinese,  and  Greek 
origin. 

Dr.  Albert  Klein,  dept  head,  has  an- 
nounced the  following  program: 

British- — She  Stoops  to  Conquer,  by 
Oliver  Goldsmith,  an  18th  century  com- 
edy; November  12,  13,  14. 

French — Reynard  the  Fox,  a  children's 
play  to  be  given  in  cooperation  with 
Children's  Concerts,  Inc.  on  December 
15,  16. 

Chinese — The  Chalk  Circle,  a  14th 
century  parable;  March  11,  12,  13. 

greek — The  Trojan  Women,  by  Eurip- 
ides; May  6,  7,  8. 


Dr.  Klein,  who  has  been  at  MWC  13 
years,  will  be  heading  the  dept  for  his 
second  year.  A  graduate  of  Iowa  U,  he 
has  a  master's  degree  from  UNC  and  a 
doctorate  from  U  of  Denver. 

Others  in  the  dept  are  Miss  Shirley 
Cadle,  who  worked  on  her  doctorate 
this  past  summer  at  U  of  Denver;  Miss 
Katherine  Moran,  assistant  dean  of  stu- 
dents, who  teaches  World  Theatre  and 
Dramatic  Criticism;  and  Albert  Duke, 
teacher  of  speech  and  a  dramatics 
course. 

It  is  the  prerogative  of  the  directors 
to  choose  the  plays  they  wish  to  direct 
and  at  a  pre-school  meeting  of  the  dept 
the  year's  program  is  planned.  Selec- 
tions of  the  dept  are  in  a  large  part  im- 
plemented by  the  MWC  Players,  an  or- 
ganization open  to  all  students  interest- 
ed in  dramatics  regardless  of  their  ma- 
jor.   The  dept  is  the  producing  agent 
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and  the  student  group  is  the  organiza- 
tion from  which  personnel  is  drawn. 

Dr.  Klein  pointed  out  that  selecting 
plays  to  be  given  at  girls'  colleges  pre- 
sent special  problems.  The  chief  diffi- 
culty is  finding  suitable  female-oriented 
plays  because  of  the  dearth  of  male  ac- 
tors in  the  community. 

Other  factors  to  be  considered  are 
costumes  and  scenery.  Plays  requiring 
period  costumes  are  generally  limited 
to  one  or  two  a  season  because  of  the  in- 
tricate process  involved  in  getting  the 
right  costumes  for  the  right  people  and 
having  them  complement  the  sets  which 
are  constructed  at  the  college.  The  sets, 
as  a  rule,  must  be  relatively  mobile  and 
not  too  elaborate,  thereby  narrowing 
the  selection  even  more. 

However,  Dr.  Klein  explained,  the 
primary  criterion  in  the  selection  of  a 
play  is  that  it  have  dramatic  value  and 
be  of  significance  both  as  entertainment 
and  as  a  contribution  to  the  arts.  Effort 
is  made  to  present  a  complete  repertoire 
to  the  students  during  any  given  four- 
year  program. 

Students  are  given  an  opportunity  to 
work  in  any  or  all  phases  of  presenting 
a  play  to  the  public.  Also,  during  the 
year  as  many  as  20  one-act  plays,  di- 
rected completely  by  the  students,  are 
given  in  the  classes. 

An  innovation  last  year  was  the  ex- 
perimental theater  which  gives  students 
opportunity  to  work  with  some  of  the 
unconventional  forms  of  the  art.  Also 
offered  by  the  dept  this  year  is  a  course 
for  aspiring  young  playwrights. 

DEAN  TAKES 
STUDY  TOUR 

Dean  Edward  Alvey,  Jr.,  has  been 
invited  to  join  a  group  of  educators  in 
November  to  make  a  three-week  tour 
of  six  Communist  countries  in  Europe 
for  a  field  study  of  "Education  Under 
Communism."  He  plans  to  observe 
closely  the  communist  methods  in  coun- 
seling and  guidance — a  field  that  is  his 
specialty. 

The  highly  organized  tour  has  been 
arranged  by  the  Comparative  Educa- 
tion Society  and  includes  visits  to  all 
types  of  schools,  from  elementary  to 
university  levels  in  Poland,  Russia,  Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia,  Hungary,  and 
Czechoslovakia. 


Tour  members  will  fly  from  New 
York  on  November  4  for  a  series  of 
three-day  visits  at  the  capitals  of  each 
of  the  six  countries.  At  the  end  of  the 
tour  there  is  an  optional  one-day  visit 
to  East  and  West  Berlin  which  Dr.  Al- 
vey plans  to  take  before  returning  to  the 
US  on  November  25. 

At  Moscow  the  educators  will  be  din- 
ner guests  in  teachers'  apartments  and 
will  meet  with  the  Trade  Union  of 
Teachers  in  a  seminar  as  well  as  visit 
the  Ministry  of  Education  and  a  variety 
of  schools.  They  will  visit  the  Kremlin, 
the  Pioneer  Palace,  the  Bolshoi  Ballet 
and  museums  and  an  art  gallery. 

At  each  of  the  stop-overs  a  committee 
of  communist  educators  has  planned  the 
detailed  itinerary.  The  elaborate  sched- 
ule of  visits  is  chiefly  due  to  the  efforts 
of  Dr.  Gerald  H.  Read,  author,  lecturer, 
and  professor  at  Kent  State  University, 
and  secretary -treasurer  of  the  Compara- 
tive Education  Society.  He  has  been 
arranging  such  annual  tours  for  six 
years,  traveling  a  year  in  advance  to 
arrange  them  with  the  Trade  Union  of 
Teachers. 

In  addition  to  his  travels  and  his 
many  duties  at  MWC,  Dr.  Alvey  is 
serving  as  secretary-treasurer  of  the 
Southern  Association's  Conference  of 
Academic  Deans.  Under  normal  pro- 
cedures he  is  due  to  be  elevated  in  two 
years  to  Chairman  of  the  Conference  of 
Deans,  one  of  the  highest  ranking  posts 
to  be  held  by  an  MWC  official.

Dr.  Robert  Leroy  Hilldrup 

Dr.  Robert  Leroy  Hilldrup,  57,  chair- 
man of  the  department  of  history  and 
political  science  at  Mary  Washington 
died  Wednesday,  July  8,  1964.  The 
cause  of  his  death  was  an  apparent 
heart  attack. 

A  native  of  Spotsylvania  County, 
Va.,  he  received  a  bachelor  of  arts  de- 
gree from  Southwestern  College,  Win- 
field,  Kan.,  and  a  master  of  arts  and 
doctorate  of  philosophy  from  UVa. 

Dr.  Hilldrup  joined  the  MWC  faculty 
in  1944.  He  previously  served  on  the 
faculties  of  East  Carolina  College, 
Greenville,  N.  C. ;  The  Citadel,  Charles- 
ton S.  C.j  and  taught  in  Virginia  public 
schools.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Barbara 
Woolard  Hilldrup  (MWC  '28)  ;  one 
son,  Robert  P.  of  Richmond ;  his  moth- 
er, Mrs.  Robert  W.  Hilldrup  of  Spotsyl- 
vania County,  and  six  brothers. 

Dr.  Robert  F.  Caverlee  officiated  at 
the  funeral  service.  Interment  was  in 
Oak  Hill  Cemetery  in  Fredericksburg. 

An  editorial  in  the  student  newspa- 
per, The  Bullet,  states  ".  .  .  The  late 
Dr.  Robert  L.  Hilldrup  .  .  .  was  able  to 
transmit  to  his  students  a  love  for  his- 
tory as  well  as  provoke  in  them  some  of 
his  own  thirst  for  knowledge.  Dr.  Hill- 
drup was  the  type  of  person  whose 
office  door  was  continually  open,  wel- 
coming students  to  talk  with  him  about 
their  academic  or  personal  lives.  His 
love  and  depth  of  understanding  were 
both  amazing  and  inspiring  to  all  who 
came  in  contact  with  him.  .  .  .  Now  it 
remains  for  us  students  to  exemplify 
in  our  own  lives  some  of  the  character- 
istics which  meant  so  much  to  him."

WHITE  HOUSE  FELLOWS 

From  the  office  of  the  White  House  Press 
Secretary:  The  President  announced  in 
October  the  establishment  of  the  White 
House  Fellows.  .  .  .  The  Fellows  will  be 
named  by  the  President  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  a  Commission  of  White  House  Fel- 
lows headed  by  David  Rockefeller. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  give  the 
Fellows  first-hand,  high-level  experience  with 
the  workings  of  the  federal  govt  and  to  in- 
crease their  sense  of  participation  in  natl 
affairs. 

It  is  not  a  scholarly  program;  the  Fellows 
will  have  completed  their  education  and  will 
be  well  into  their  careers.  .  .  .  Each  will  have 
demonstrated  high  moral  character,  excep- 
tional ability,  marked  leadership  qualities, 
and  unusual  promise  of  future  development. 

There  will  be  1 5  White  House  Fellows 
and  they  will  serve  15  months.  One  as- 
signed to  the  office  of  the  Vice  President ; 
one  to  each  Cabinet  officer,  and  four  to 
members  of  the  White  House  staff.  Each 
Fellow  will  go  on  leave  from  his  present  oc- 
cupation, will  receive  a  base  salary  of  $7,500- 
$12,000  depending  upon  age,  plus  other 
increments  for  family  responsibilities.  The 
program  is  supported  by  a  grant  from  the 
Carnegie  Foundation. 

All  Fellows  must  be  23  to  35  years  old; 
American  citizens;  and  graduates  of  accred- 
ited four-year  colleges.  Women  as  well  as 
men  and  local,  state,  and  federal  govt  em- 
ployees are  eligible.  The  deadline  for  ap- 
plications is  Dec  15,  1964.  Applications 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Commission  on 
White  House  Fellows,  The  White  House, 
Washington,  D.  C.
